Additionally, special cable TV links will be estab- 
lished at high schools, corporations such as Geneva 
Steel, WordPerfect, Novell, NuSkin and others, and 
at government facilities in Provo, Orem and Park 
City. 

Although some of the links will be one-way trans- 
mission only, others will be two-way transmission 
capable. : 

The new technology that enables cable TV to 
carry 500 channels plays a role in the network. Part 
of the coaxial cable that now is wired directly into 
most homes will be split. A section of the cable will 
carry digital computer information, while the 
remainder will continue to carry standard analog 
TV signals. 

Now available will be an increasing number of 
computer classes, run by UVSC’s state-of-the-art 
Center for Distance Learning. Several classes are 
already available over community channels, but the 
possibilities will now be nearly limitless. 

Lincoln Fuqua, the center's director, says the inno- 
vation comes in the true two-way interaction. 

Under the new system, a class being taught in one 
location and received in classrooms in other loca- 
tions would have two-way audio and video, allow- 
ing students in each location to interact with the 
teacher and with each other. 

“There’s nothing else like it around,” Fuqua said. 

Additionally, true “multimedia” classes are now 
available thanks to SIA, one of the partners in the 
project. 

That means a course is entirely pre-recorded (with 
audio and video) and is available from a computer 


database. The class can be taken at the student’s 
own pace, and the software includes “branches” of 
additional information that answers questions antic- 
ipated by the creators of the course. 

What may even be more exciting to today’s stu- 
dents is the opportunity to take only what is neces- 
sary in class material. Pre-tests on many computer 
distance learning courses will now determine what 
sections of course material are necessary for the 
student. Others will be waived. 

UVSC may also be able to broadcast its courses 
nationally as well. Harvard and four other schools 
are in the midst of beaming courses via satellite to 
registrants all over the country, and UVSC hopes to 
join the bandwagon along with other Utah schools. 

“Whoever gets on the bird first is going to be in 
command,” Fuqua said. 

All of this is part of the electronic highway. And 
the network will serve as a model for a $2 billion, 
37-state project being undertaken by TCI. 

Fuqua says the time, place and opportunities were 
right for it to happen. 

“This is the future software capital of the world,” 
he said, referring to the hundreds of computer com- 
panies that dot the valley. The myriad of languages 
spoken here, as well as having three of the eight 
largest computer-based training companies located 
locally, added up to success. 

Of course, the group also won a $2.2 million fed- 
eral grant which is leveraging the project. 

“That spells the opportunity to educate the world 
from Utah County in every language,” Fuqua said. 

Indeed, it does.

ment their education but lack the time, professor 
Bob Anzenberger from Dean Junior College began 
teaching a business management course aboard the 
7:45 a.m. train to Boston. 

“These days, you have to teach people while 
they’re moving,” Anzenberger told the Associated 
Press. 

“T try to use my time productively,” said Marie 
Scalia, a mother who works as an executive secre- 
tary at the Gillette Co. “You can’t get more produc- 
tive than this.” 

The class costs $330 and is worth three credits. 
There are currently 12 students enrolled in the 
course run by both Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority and Dean Junior College 
in Franklin. 

The 55-minute class meets three times a week, 
and ends in mid-December. Students are encour- 
aged to do their homework on the trip home. 


THREE-YEAR DEGREES 
To speed up the educational process and curb 
problems like crowding and rising costs, universi- 


ties including Oberlin, Stanford and the State 
University of New York (SUNY) are considering 
bachelor’s degrees that take only three years to 
complete. 

Ken Goldfarb, director of media relations at 
SUNY, said they plan to use videos, computers, 
satellites, Advanced Placement tests and College 
Level Examination Programs (CLEP) to help stu- 
dents work at their own pace and obtain a degree 
faster. 

He said emphasis will be placed on knowledge 
gained, not time spent in class. “The program does 
not guarantee graduation in three years. It is just an 
option for students who are motivated and make use 
of it.” 

Other universities have suggested an increase in 
class time and the elimination of unnecessary 
required courses as two ways to streamline typical 

" four- or five-year bachelor’s degrees.

The article presented the research of 
group of graduate students from the 
niversity of Pennsylvania, who sur- 
eyed 3,119 Ivy League students. It 
ound that only 6 percent of these stu- 
ents could achieve a 70 percent or 
higher score on a simple quiz of ques- 
ions normally given to applicants for 
.S. citizenship. 

Nearly one-fourth of these students 
ould not name a single member of 
he Supreme Court — not even 
larence Thomas.

Being graded by a pass/fail method 
rather than by letter grades may seem 
attractive because of the non-competi- 
ive nature of the method, but officials 
lat many schools across the country 
feel letter grading is important — 
especially in core classes. 

Pass/fail (P/F) or credit/no credit 
(CR/NC) classes are not computed 
into a student’s grade point average. 
If a student meets the level of perfor- 
mance needed for a pass grade; then 
they get credit towards graduation for 
the class and a P (or equivalent) on 
their transcript. If not, no credit is 
received and an F appears on the tran- 
script. 

Students at BYU are not likely to 
find that any of their classes are P/F. 
The grading system was considered 
for religion classes, but administrators 
decided against it.

University her freshman year before 
transferring to BYU. She says that she 
would never go back. 

“The professors there are very smart 
and accomplished, but they don’t 
know how to teach,” Bickmore said. 
She also cited a lack of social life and 
an almost radically liberal climate at 
Brown as reasons for her coming to 
BYU. 

Complaints similar to Bickmore’s 
about the over-emphasis on research 
and the inaccessibility of professors 
are common among Ivy Leaguers, 
according to another review in 


Newsweek. It seems to lead to the 


conclusion that, though an Ivy League 
education might be enviable, an 
undergraduate education may not be 
so good as a graduate program there. 

Even statistics seem to support this 
idea. In Dartmouth’s student body of 
only 4,000, nearly one in three ‘are 
graduate students. 

Yet the same Newsweek article still 
rated the nine Ivy League schools (the 
eight schools in the East plus their 
West Coast outpost Stanford) among 
the top 15 schools in the nation. 

Indeed, no one can deny that Ivy 
League graduates seem to occupy a 
disproportionately large part of 
America’s ruling class. Fortune maga- 
zine found that over 15 percent of all 
business CEOs are former Ivy 
Leaguers, and so are more than one- 


gious Education, said since religion 
classes are required by the University, 
they need to have the same level of 
intensity as other required courses. 

“There:-were two problems with 
changing religion classes to pass/fail,” 
Cannon said. “First, based on experi- 
ence of other universities, the degree 
of intellectual intensity tends to drop 
under a pass/fail system. Second, a 
pass/fail mark is not valued as highly 
as a grade by graduate schools,” he 
said. i 

Several universities across the coun- 
try feel the same way. Students may 
find they can take elective classes for 
a P/F grade, but few core classes are 
offered on that system. 

The University of Utah General 
Catalog informs students that 
although they have the option to take 
some CR/NC courses, “a CR grade 
may nat be accepted or may be inter- 
preted as a ‘C’ and a NC grade may 
be interpreted as an ‘E’ ... when a 
student enters graduate or profession- 
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and lows in the 40s. 
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“And behold, | tell you these things that ye may learn wisdom; ] 
that ye may learn that when ye are in the service of your fellow 
beings ye are only in the service of your God. ”

Moreover, these schools seem to 
have an advantage in just being old. 
Age builds more than tradition in a 
-university. It builds a strong financial 
endowment (Harvard leads the nation 
with $4.1 billion), and the “old-boy 
network,” where Ivy League grads 
already in positions of power bestow 
Opening positions on other grads. 

BYU, though almost the oldest uni- 
versity in the West, has nowhere near 
the networks of the ancient eastern 
schools. 

But BYU may stack up better than 
one would think. Let’s compare BYU 
with the Ivys in the three areas used 
in the Newsweek ratings: student 
selectivity, endowment and faculty 
quality. 

Student selectivity means the uni- 
versity’s ability to handpick its stu- 
dents (though this does not necessari- 
ly make the quality of education bet- 
ter). On average, Ivy League schools 
accept only one in four applicants. 
BYU accepts three in four, though it 
may be up to Ivy League level soon if 
current applicant increase rates con- 
tinue. 

But though this means a greater per- 
centage of Ivy League students were 
in the top of their class, one must 
remember the small size of these 
schools. If the top 4,000 students at

Many classes in the Exercise and 
Physical Science Department at the U 
of U are graded as CR/NC. “All of 
these classes are electives,” said Jon 
Poole, assistant professor of exercise 
and physical science. “We want peo- 
ple here (in physical classes) because 
they want to work out.” 

Students must meet a 70 percent or 
above standard on cognitive exams 
and must attend 80 percent of classes 
to receive a pass grade. 

Fitness for Life (P.E. 129) can be 
graded on a P/F basis at BYU. 

“We decided to use pass/fail with 
that class because of the types of per- 
formance measures that are part of the 
class,” said Robert Conlee, chair of 
the Physical Education Department. 
“Some students may not want to 
achieve those measures in one semes- 
fete 

The class is designed to give stu- 
dents knowledge about fitness and 
health that can be used: throughout 
their lives, he said, so cognitive 
knowledge is a big part of the class. 

Florida State University students 
can choose to take one elective class 
per semester for a P/F grade, called 
satisfactory/unsatisfactory (S/US). 

Ron Henthorn, associate registrar at 
FSU, said if a course is usually grad- 
ed by the letter system but a student 
wants to take it as S/US, he or she 
must have a 2.5 GPA. 

Only 18 semester hours of S/US 
classes can be counted towards gradu- 
ation. This.does not include classes 
that are only offered as S/US, like 
internships, Henthorn said. 

“Many departments don’t allow stu- 
dents to take any S/US classes, and it 
is a very rare occasion that students 
are allowed to take core classes for a 
S/US grade,” he said. 

Alice Sparrow, assistant registrar at 
University of Arizona, said most 
departments, including physical edu- 
cation, social science, fine arts and 
languages offer some CR/NC classes. 
The majority of those classes are elec- 
tives. 

“Many people think students should 
be able to concentrate more on their 
core classes than on other classes that 
don’t apply to their major,” she said. 
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BYU were compared to their Ivy 
League counterparts, there might not 
be such a difference. 

In comparing financial resources, a 
difference in structure must be con- 
sidered. Though BYU’s endowments 
from government and industry are not 
as high as Harvard’s, Harvard does 
not have the vast financial strength of 
the LDS Church to back it up. 

As far as faculty quality goes, the 
Ivy League schools have more than 
their fair share of Nobel prize winners 
and leaders in the fields of research. 
But as Keiko Bickmore found, such 
qualifications do not necessarily a 
good teacher make. : 

BYU continually reaffirms that its 
strength and emphasis is on under- 
graduate education. It recruits its fac- 
ulty with the goal of giving students 
the best broad education possible, and 
for this purpose, BYU professors may 
be just as good as their Ivy League 


BYU may not be the “Harvard of 
the West” as some assert, but neither 
is it aspiring to be so. It may, howev- 
er, be one of the best in the purposes 
it is trying to accomplish.

Since 1984, when the Salt Lake campus of the 
Arizona-based school opened, University of 
Phoenix has seen steady growth. Greg Gough, 
director of enrollment, said the university has 
gone from two faculty members and 50 students 


to 275 adjunct faculty members and over 1,300 
students. 

Gough said the benefits of the University: of 
Phoenix setting are three-fold. “Here you can 
get your degree and still put food on the table, 
finish your degree more quickly than at local 


universities and be taught by faculty that have 


hands-on experience,” he said. 


CONCURRENT ENROLLMENT 
Mountain View Senior High School is also 
caught up in America’s press for time. Many 
high schools across the country now have what 
is called concurrent enrollment. 
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West were most likely to be cutting faculty mem- 
bers, often because of financial situations. Only 29 
percent of public four-year institutions rated their 
financial condition as “very good” or “excellent.” 

One-third of the campuses surveyed said the eco- 
nomic climate in their states made them “uncom- 
petitive” in hiring professors and 52 percent said 
they were making extensive use of part-time facul- 
ty, up from 44 percent in 1990.

Many professors have decided to stay put 
because of the tough economy. Additionally, a 
federal law that goes into effect Jan. 1 will no 
longer allow colleges and universities to require 
tenured professors to retire at 70. This law may 
also lead to less of a turnover.

More women, minorities

More women and minority faculty are being hired 
nationally by universities. 

“Campus Trends 1993,” a survey of 406 academic 
vice presidents by the American Council on 
Education, found 40 percent of colleges had 
increased their number of minority professors and 48 
percent had increased the number of women profes- 
sors hired. 

BYU has been aggressively trying to hire women 
and minorities, said Brent Harker, a BYU 
spokesman. In 1983, BYU had. 173 women faculty 
members, 13.5 percent of the faculty. Currently there 
are 246 women faculty members, 17.1 percent of the 
faculty. The University, does not have statistics on 
minority professors because faculty members are not 
required to declare their race. 

One-third of the survey participants said women 
were well-represented among senior faculty, but 59 
percent of the administrators from public 4-year col- 
leges and 37 percent from private colleges rated their 
institution as “adequate” or “poor” in the representa- 
tion of women among senior faculty.

The name of the new university 
game is ‘computer.’ Computers are 
taking universities by storm, but 
instead of being threatened by tech- 
nology, universities are starting to 
embrace it. 

The Wall Street Journal reported 
that some university libraries are cre- 
ating limitless digital bookshelves. 
For example, Columbia University’s 
Law Library plans to scan and store 
10,000 deteriorating books yearly by 
1996, 

Although new technology makes 
this idea appealing to environmental- 
ists and students, officials said one of 
the reasons for a digital library was 
that it was cheaper than building a 
new wing to house books. 

A paperless society is what Wilfred 
Lancaster, professor emeritus of 
library sciences at the University of 
Illinois, says is the future. 

Librarians would no longer need to 
keep dozens of copies of items on 
reserve for large classes. Many stu- 
dents could read them simultaneously 
on the computer. For example, in the 
BYU Reserve Library, students would 
not have to wait for another student to 
return material they need to use.

At Drew University, every entering 
freshman is given a high-powered 
notebook-style computer, and some 
professors assign software instead of 
books. 

Some publishers are allowing pro- 
fessors to customize their textbooks 
and textbooks are printed right when 
the student buys them. University 
professors argue that because the 
world changes every six months and 
textbooks come out every three or 
four years, textbooks are no longer 
able to keep up with the changes.

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Knowlton appeal today; 
Farr set for Thursday

The appeals hearings for David 
Knowlton and Cecilia Konchar Farr, 
two of five BYU professors who were 
denied further employment in a third- 
year review last summer, will take 
place this week. 

Members of the Academic Vice- 


President’s Council, a four-member , 


council which will hear the appeals 

and make a recommendation, will 
hear Knowlton’s appeal today and 

Farr’s appeal Wednesday. 

Although the hearings will last 
about three hours, they’re only part of 
the appeals process. It will be weeks 
before a final decision will be 
announced. 

“For anyone to expect anything 
before a minimum period of six to 
eight weeks would be unrealistic,” 
BYU spokeswoman Margaret Smoot 
said. 

Nearly all of the other BYU profes- 
sors who were denied continuing sta- 
tus have already had their appeal 
hearings, Smoot said. Five professors, 
including Knowlton and Farr, were 
denied continuing status after the 
third-year review. 

Others not involved in the review 
were also denied continued employ- 
ment, Smoot said, although she would 
not say how many. 

Officials say they expect all person- 
al appeals to be finished by the end of 
this week. 

“Cecilia and David have requested 
additional time. Theréfore, they’re 
really coming in almost at the end of 
this process,” Smoot said. 

At the hearing today, Knowlton will 
be given about an hour and a half to 
present his appeal to the council. Part 
of his time will be given to others, 
who will testify in his behalf. 

_ Equal time will be given to a repre- 
sentative from the Faculty Council of 
Rank and Status, which made the 
decision to deny the professors con- 
tinuing status. 

The Academic Vice-President’s 
Council will make a recommendation 
to President Rex E. Lee and Provost 
Bruce C. Hafen, who will make the 
final decision. 

“The point of this is for the academ- 
ic vice presidents to gain as much 
additional information to help them 
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decide whether the earlier decision 
was equitable,” Smoot said. 

At the hearings, the burden of proof 
is on the appellants, who must show 
that the faculty council erred by deny- 
ing continued employment. Cross- 
examination will not be allowed, but 
the Academic Vice-President’s 
Council will be allowed to ask ques- 
tions. The hearings will be closed. 

Knowlton’s appeal will include a 
collateral claim, which claims the fac- 
ulty, council reached its decision on 
reasons other than those stated, which 
were teaching, scholarship and citi- 
zenship. 

Farr has not filed a collateral claim, 
BYU spokesman Brent Harker said. 

Knowlton has filed between 800 and 
1,000 pages of documentation as part 
of his appeal. Farr has filed about half 
that amount. The decision will be 
based mostly on the documentation, 
and the personal appeal will mainly 
be a summary of the paperwork, 
Smoot said. 
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Libraries unite 

BYU has joined forces with the 
University of Utah and Utah State 
University to make library collections 
from the three universities accessible 
to one another and to other libraries 
throughout Utah. 

Installation of new software will 
give the three libraries access to infor- 
mation databases at other locations, 
without having to individually pur- 
chase costly programs. 

In the future, all 13 institutions 
involved in the Utah’ College Library 
Council, a consortium of all higher 
education institutions in the state, will 
have access to information and mate- 
rials at each other’s sites. 

The new software, NOTIS Systems’ 
PACLink, is expected to provide sig- 
nificant savings and increased access 
to information for all members of the 
consortium because each site will 
share its holdings.

BYU bombs Air Force, 30-3

As far as the BYU football team is 
concerned, the arrival of their foot- 
ball heroics on Saturday was “‘just a 
matter of time.” 

After being picked to win the: 
WAC handily by the sports writers 
of the WAC before the season start- 
ed, many were surprised the BYU 
football machine had shown so 
many signs of imperfection. 
Warning signals had gone up after 
each of their first three wins. Many 
felt lucky the Cougars were 3-0. 

But it was the Air Force Falcons 
who looked lucky to escape with 
their lives, while the Cougars, 
behind the inspired play of the 
defense and a spectacular showing 
from All-America candidate Eric 
Drage, saw to it that their frustra- 
tions were vented and their critics 
were silenced. 

“Its about time we blew somebody 
out,” said running back Jamal 
Willis, summing up the sentiments 
of the Cougar team. 

Yes, Saturday did indeed mark the 
return of the blowout. Cougar fans 
were once again able to head for 
their cars during the middle of the 
fourth quarter. 

But more than that, the Cougars 
were able to shine in front of their 
home crowd. 

“We just played good,” said defen- 
sive lineman Lenny Gomes. 

“T have said all along that we were 
going to be good, I just never said 
were going to be good in the first 
game. 

“At the beginning of the year, 
everyone doubted us,” Gomes 
added. “That’s fine, doubt us. But 
today, we showed everyone wrong.” 

You might say that. For the second 
straight week, the Cougars held an 
opponent to under 200 yards rush- 
ing, and under 300 yards total 
offense. Every time you turned 
around, they were smothering the 
Falcons running game, racking up a 
crucial sack, forcing a fumble or 
being called for:a penalty. 

“After that first drive there was a 
lot of electricity and you get runs 
like that when everybody is working 
hard,” said offensive lineman Evan 
Pilgrim. 

And while the defense was stop- 
ping the Falcons cold, the offense 
continued to get better and better 
with a little help from their touch- 
down-catching, flag-kicking, record- 
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setting wide-receiver, Eric Drage. 

Drage set his first BYU record of 
the day when Walsh found him in 
the end zone at the beginning of the 
second quarter to give him 26 total 
touchdowns in his BYU career, 
moving past Phil Odle’s 29-year 
record. 

Drage’s second record came mid- 
way through the second quarter 
when he caught a one-yard reception 
to pass Matt Belini on the all-time 
receiving yardage total of 2,635. 
“It’s great to be on top of that list,” 
Drage said after the game. “I feel 
honored.” For the day, Drage ended 
up with a career total of 2,675 yards, 
two touchdowns and only one penal- 
ty. 

Shortly after his second touch- 
down reception, Drage made it to 
the top of another list, this time 
being the officials’ hit list as he was 
flagged for an unsportsmanlike con- 
duct penalty. In fact, the entire 
Cougar team seemed to be on that 
list.

ORACLE, Ariz. — Biosphere 2’s 
crew emerged Sunday from a two- 
year experiment in self-sufficiency, 
filling their lungs with fresh air and 
waving to some 2,500 reporters and 
cheering well-wishers. 

“They said it couldn’t be done,” said 
crew member Mark Nelson. “But here 
we are.” 


The event, dubbed “re-entry” by 


Biosphere operators, blended NASA- 
style techno-speak with the trappings 
of a Hollywood media event. 

Operators say the crew set a record 
for living inside an essentially closed 
structure — designed as a mini-earth 
with rain forest, ocean, savannah and 
farm. 

But the dome has been opened more 
than two dozen times, first for crew 
member Jane Poynter to get surgery 
after injuring her finger and later for 
import of thousands of small items, 
including sleeping pills, mousetraps 
and makeup. 

Outside air was pumped in once and 
pure oxygen was added twice to bal- 
ance the atmosphere. 

The four-man, four-woman crew 
that left Biosphere on Sunday ranged 
in age from 29 to 69. 

All are single and agreed to just one 
restriction on their social life — no 
pregnancies. They have refused to 
discuss possible romances or argu- 
ments.

Utah reps 
Oppose taxes 
to pay for 
health plan

SALT LAKE CITY — Utah’s con- 
gressional delegation is unanimous in 
its opinion that President Clinton’s 
proposals for health care reform 
should not be paid for with new taxes. 

Democratic Rep. Karen Shepherd, a 
member.of a House task force on 
health care, said she is adamant that 
the President’s program pay for itself. 
Nearly 37 million Americans have no 
health insurance. 

“If the savings aren’t there, or the 
package is too generous, then I’m 
going to fight to narrow the program 
down,” Shepherd said. 

Republican Sen. Bob Bennett likens 
the health reform plan to the creation 
of the Social Security and Medicare 
systems in past decades. 

“This is the most serious piece of 
social re-engineering the country has 
seen proposed in 60 years,” he said. 

Democratic Rep. Bill Orton said he 
dislikes the Clinton plan’s mandate 
that all employers pay at least 80 per- 
cent of workers’ insurance costs. He 
also disagrees with the plan’s limits 
on insurance premiums and its fixed- 
fee schedules. 

“But let’s start the process of discus- 
sion and find a solution,” said Orton, 
who sits on the House Banking, 
Finance and Urban Affairs 
Committee. 

Republican Senator Orrin Hatch is 
perhaps the plan’s sharpest Utah crit- 
ics 

The Clinton “one-size-fits-all” strat- 
egy for creating purchasing blocs of 
small employers threatens to limit 
Americans’ choices on where they get 
their care, Hatch said: 


The President’s proposal for a 


national board to regulate health 
prices would add a burdensome layer 
of federal bureaucracy in the process, 
he said. 

Shepherd disagreed and said the 
national health board would be akin 
to utility commissions most states 
now use to regulate electricity and 
water companies. 

Hatch said implementing the new 
system without new, broad-based 
taxes “is just another Washington 
flight of fiscal fantasy.” 

Bennett, a member of the health- 
care task force in the Senate, said
